Judge Megee gave his decision in 


the partition and quiet title suit of 


Mrs. Bertha P otts against E arl R. 


Churchill this morning, finding that 
Mrs. Potts is not entitled to any of 
the 
estate of the late 
Jefferson 
Churchill. 
The suit, when tried some 
time ago, attracted no little atten­ 
tion as the 
amount 
involved was 
something like $20,000. 


Judge Megee filed his special find­ 
ing of facts and conclusions at law 
as wus requested by both the plaint­ 
iff and defendant before the start of 
the case. 
The finding of facts by the 
court was quite lengthy. 
The decree 
was prepared by Will M. Sparks, a t ­ 
torney 
for 
the 
defendant. 
The 
plaintiffs 
attorney, 
B. 
F. Miller, 
stated that an appeal would be taken 
to the supreme court as they did not 
believe the conclusions at law were 
w n^’unted upon the finding of facts. 


The conclusion of 
Judge Megee 


w;is that from the facts “I conclude 
that the law is with the 
defendant 
and 
oross-eompiaintant, 
Earl 
R. 
Churchill, and th at he is the owner 
in fee simple of all real estate de­ 
scribed in tin* findings 
and 
that the 
claim of Bertha Potts to the real es­ 
tate described in the findings herein 
without right and unfounded and is a 
cloud upon the title of said Earl R. 
Churchill and 
th at said 
Earl R. 
Churchill is entitled to have his title 
quieted and forever set at rest as 
against the plaintiff and cross-de­ 
fendant. Bertha Potts.” 


In brief, Judge Megee found that 
on and prior to Jan u ary 13, 1910, 
Jefferson Churchill was owner in fee 
simple and in possession of the real 
estate under litigation, which involv­ 
ed about 190 acres of land and two 
lots in this city. 
It was shown that 
prior to this date he had a wife and 
one son, Earl R. Churchill, and one 
granddaughter, 
Bertha 
Potts, who 
was a daughter of a deceased daugh­ 
ter of Jefferson Churchill. 


The finding of facts also showed 
that on Jan u ary 13, 1910, Jefferson 
Churchill called one, John M. Stev­ 
ens, an attorney and notary public, 
to his home and instructed Stevens 
to prepare two quiet title deeds p u r­ 
porting to convey the real estate to 
Earl Churchill and also to draw up 
his will. 
After the deeds were drawn 
and the will made they were deposit­ 
ed in the Rushville National hank to 
he turned over to Earl R. Churchill 
at the death of Jefferson Churchill, 
it is this act th at the plaintiff al­ 
leges was not carried out according 
to law\ 
It is maintained th at Jeffer­ 
son Churchill dirt not tell any of the 
hank officials that the package was a 
deed. 


Judge Megee found that Jefferson 
Churchill died in Denver, Col., on 
June 19, 1914, and that in July the 
cashier of the 
Rushville 
National 
hank turned the deeds and will over 
to Earl R. Churchill and he in turn 
had the deeds recorded and the will 
probated. 


One paragraph say s: 
“The court 
further finds that the plaintiff Bear- 
tha Potts is and has been since the 
filing of this action claiming an in­ 
terest in and to the real estate de­ 
scribed in finding No. 8 adversly to 
the 
cross-eomplainant, 
Earl 
R.

and 
northeast, has 
ample 
opportunity 
to 
observe 
trenches that would do credit to any 
sappers in Flanders. 
These extend 
in an almost 
unbroken line from 
Hendon on the northwest southward 
as fa r as the Thames. 


For two months the German in­ 
vasion has 
been 
expected 
“next 
week.” 
The actual invasion is over­ 
due hut this is causing no relaxation 
of vigilance on the p a rt of General 
Hamilton, commander-in-eliief of the 
defense forces. 


It is known in London that Lord 
Kitchener recently made a personal 
tour of inspection of the points on 
the east coast where it is considered 
most likely the Germans may a t­ 
tempt a landing.

plenty of evidence to return eharges 
of a very serious nature, which most 
undoubtedly would not be made were 
there not facts to substantiate them.

tering in Chicago. 
It considers tin* 
situation so serious that it has in­ 


augurated a vigorous oompaign, aid­ 


ed by state and city authorities in 


all parts of the country, to break up 
the traffic and send the promoters to 


jail. 
The common impression that rot­ 


ten eggs are useful only demonstra­ 


tion of disapproval is dispelled by 


the department in an official state­ 


ment. 
It admits that inedible eggs 
may be utilized “ for technical pur­ 
poses, such 
as 
tanning 
leather” . 


The trouble is, it says, the 
rotten 


egg traffickers 
deceive 
the 
public 


into buying the product for food pur­ 


poses. 
From evidence already 
gathered, 
the department states, there seems to 


be a definite market in Chicago for 
“ rots and spots” at $2 a case of 30 


dozen. 
In consequence, 
rots 
and 


spots fronf all parts of the country 


are being shipped into Chicago.

Churchill, and that he is the owner 
in fee simple of all real estate de- 
scribed in the findings and that the 
claim of Bertha Potts to the real es- 
tate described in the findings herein 
without right and unfounded and is a 
cloud upon the title of said Earl R.

Churchill is entitled to have his title 
quieted and forever set at rest as 
against the plaintiff and cross-de- 
fendant, Bertha Potts." 


In brief, Judge Megee found that 


on and prior to January 13, 1910, 
Jefferson Churchill was owner in fee 
simple and in possession of the real 
estate under litigation, which involv- 
ed about 190 acres of land and two 
lots in this city. It was shown that 
prior to this date he had a wife and 
one son, Earl R. Churchill, and one 
granddaughter, Bertha Potts, who 
was a daughter of a deceased daugh- 
ter of Jefferson Churchill. 


The finding of facts also showed 


that on January 13, 1910, Jefferson 
Churchill called one, John M. Stev- 
ens, an attorney and notary public, 
to his home and instructed Stevens 
to prepare two quiet title deeds pur- 
porting to convey the real estate to 
EarL. Churchill and also to draw lip 
liis will. After the deeds were drawn 
and the will made they were deposit- 
ed in the Rushville National bank to 
be turned over to Earl R. Churchill 
at the d'eath of Jefferson Churchill. 
It is this act that the plaintiff al- 
leges was not carried out according 
tolaw.. It is maintained that Jeffer- 
son Churchill did not tell any of the 
bank officials that the package was a 
deed. 


Judge Megee found that Jefferson 


Churchill died in Denver, Col., on 
June -19, 1914, and that in July* the 
"cashier of the Rnshville,. National 
hank, turned the deeds and will over 
to Earl R. Churchill and'he in turn 
had the deeds-recorded and the will 
probated.

eight hours debate, 197 voting for it 
and 189 against it. yAn nlTirmativc 
vote of two-thirds was required, to 
adopt the resolution, which proposed 
a prohibition constitutional amend- 
ment be submitted to the slate legis- 
latures. 


Party lines were wjped out in the 


struggle. Democratic Leader Under- 
wood and Republican Leader Mann 
fought shoulder to shoulder at the 
head of the forces opposing the res- 
olution. 
And when the vote ciime. 


of the 197 standing for the resolu- 
tion, 114 were Democrats, sixty-eight 
were Republicans, eleven were Pro- 
gressives and four were Independent 
Republicans. 


Prohobition leaders declared that 


the majority for the resolution had 
fulfilled their expectations MS they 
had not hoped for a two-thirds vote 
at this time. Whether a similar res- 
olution pending in the Senate, sub- 
mitted by Senator Sheppard of Tex- 
as, would reach a .vote* in the Sen- 
ate at this .session is not certain. 
Administration leaders were inclined 
to believe, however, that it would not, 
in view of the action of the House. 


Notwithstanding repeated public 


assertions that many 
members of 


the House would try to dodge a rec- 
ord vote on the issue, the roll 
call 


disclosed a heavy attendance, larger 
than the average throughout the ses- 
sion. On the 
final'vote, 
380 votes 


were recorded. To have carried the 
resolution would have required 25S 
affirmative votes. It thus failed by 
sixty-one votes. 


Representative 
Morrison was the 


spokesman for the 
Indiana del- 


egation, who. he declared, would vote 
solidly against the resolution. He 
declared he couULpoint out a man in 
the House who drank more liquor in 
twelve days than the entire Indiana 
delegation drank in twelve years.
